‘TueRe are many ways of killing a dog 
besides hanging him, and there are 
many ways of interfering with the 
trade of a port while professing to 
stick to the letter of the treaties, This 
is a truth which the British Minister 
may lean if he feel disposed to visit 
the Yangtsze ports. ‘The most success. 
ful application of the principle he will 
notice a Chinkiang, where the imports 
of British manufactures have dwindled 
in 1878 below the corresponding period 
of 1871. ‘The same lesson istobe learned 
at Kiukiang where, fora series of ye ars 
obstructions continually becoming more, 
vexatious have interfered with the 
communications in the interior. Ib may 
be, and has been, said that the apatby 
of foreign residents at the latter 
port had much to do with tho present 
condition of affairs, and that if they 
had boldly pushed the matter, the ob- 
stacles would have ceased. This may of 
course have been the case, and assuredly 
by the effort should have been made; 
but the example of Chinkiang is not very 
re-assuring. If a British merchant sub- 
Imits to Mandarin exactions for the 
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sake of quiet, and tries to carry on his 
business without troubling British Con- 
suls or British Ministers, he is told it is 
all his. own fault that trade does not 
develope. If, on the other hand, he 
makes up his mind to push a trade, no 
word in the category of iniquity is too 
deep.* The British Minister stands 
aloof from such an individual, and if, 
when he shows too glaring a breach of 
treaty privileges to have been attempted, 
he at last gets relief, it is done in a 
manner to show the Chinese authorities 
how little the powers that be really care 
for these things. 

Thehistory of theinternaltransittrade 
is an apt illustration of how it was possi- 
ble to misropresent the efforts of the mer- 
chants, Though at the present day in- 
ternal passes seem to be respected on 
the river, and though British merchants 
from the very beginning disapproved 
of the system which grew up, of 
selling passes, owing to the persistent 
misreading of plain English stipula~ 
tions, it is more than questionable what 
part our Ministers had in putting 
matters on a satisfactory footing. Up 
till to-day, there has never been a 
notification that passes really cover 
goods, and though practically this 
position has been accepted, we know 
not how soon matters may be allowed 
to drift back into the old groove. To 
seoure a trade it is not only neo 
sary to get goods to market, but it is 
essential to get returnsaway. Suppose 
the United States were to open all 
their coast to foreign imports, but 
were to forbid remittances in payment 
to be made in any practical form, would 
not this proceeding be a virtual stop- 
page of business? The Chinese Go- 
vernment occupies exactly this position, 
with respect to a large tract of country. 
It says: “we cannot consistently with 
our treaty engagements shut out your 
imports by force, but’ we will do the 
best we can to prevent their gaining 
access ; the people to whom you wish 
to sell the goods have little money, but 
they have produce to give in return; 
now we will lay an embargo on the 
produce, which is quite consistent with 
treaty, and this will prove to you our 
anxiety to keep on good terms with you, 
and to maintain the letter of the treaties 
we have made with you.” Now it so 
happens that the districts affected by this 
policy are precisely those which require 
most the introduction of foreign piece 
goods, and where the largest markets for 
‘ourordinary imports are tobe looked for. 
The valley of the Yangtsze, and more 
or less the south of China, produces

Cotton in abundance, and competes 
keenly with English manufactures. The 
mud plains of theNorth an@ West cannot 
produce Cotton in sufficient quantities 
for their consumption, and have to 
depend on their neighbours for their 
supply. Even, however, where no ques- 
tion arises as to the ultimate destination 
of goods brought down to the ports, the 
commutation clauses of the treaty have 
never been properly enforced on goods 
bond fide intended for foreign export. 
We have before alluded to the manner 
in which they were made inoperative as 
regarded silk brought down to Shang- 
hai, By somewhat similar measures 
the teas brought down to Kiukiang bave 
never been able largely to avail of the 
treaty exemption. It may be true that 
the insertion of the clauses in the treaty 
has prevented too flagrant an attempt to 
raise undue revenue, but it was found 
so hopeless a task to attempt to gain 
redress for overcharges actually made, 
that years ago foreigners practically 
retired from the contest. The conditions 
of trade on the Yangtsze are in many 
respects so peculiar that they need care- 
ful study to comprehend how damage 
may be done to foreign interests, while 
at the same time pretence is made of an 
observance of treaty rights. ‘Thus, for 
instance, it is not the great tea and silk 
producing districts which make the 
greatest call for our manufactures. 
Even the rice lands of the Yangtsze 
valley, which seem to be required 
alternately to supply famines in 
the North and South, use up com- 
paratively few of our imports. Our 
goods are most required in dis- 
tricts which supply little that we our- 
selyes want, but whose productions on 
the other hand are in request in the 
places that do supply our needs. To 
the uninitiated this may seem little 
better thana juggle; but the same thing 
occurs when, to provide for laying 
down “goods in London, we draw on 
Bombay. The interruption of an ap- 
parently -indirect line may really be as 


serious as the stoppage of the main |- 


line itself.

Tho smugglers 
seom to havo had about 100 chests of 
opium, and on this occasion made good 
their escape, though the fight is said to 
have Insted some eleven hours with un- 
abated severity and pluck on both sides.

(CHINA AND THE OPIUM TRADE. 
From the times of Old Canton, when 
the triumph of the anti-foreign party 
in China led to the destruction of the 
opium in Chinese waters and the 
first war with Great Britain, down to 
the present moment, it scems to have 
been the destiny of the party in power 
in the empire, ever to take the indivi- 
dual step which resulted in most 
damage to their own course. Speaking 
of this peculiarity of Chinese character, 
a writer in 1844 makes the remark- 
able statement: “China's resources 
are immense, and wonld be even 
greater than she herself had believed, or 
foreigners had dreamt of, had she but 
the power to guide, or the will to be 
guided in the proper direction for their 
developement. Her fear ‘of retvograd- 
ing from the middle point to which she 
had attained, led her to dread every 
attempt to advance, and thus she be- 
came feeble in the midst of strength, 
and really powerless when professing 
invincibility.” In_ nothing has this 
incapacity of the Chinese Government 
been so. marked as in the case of 
opium. In 1844 the writer referred 
to states: “The demand for opium and 
consequently its price increased re- 
markably, and the numerous  state- 
ments which have been published under 
this head have not by any means been 
exaggerated. It penetrated the most 
secret haunts, in proportion as the dan- 
ger of using it more publicly increased ; 
and the more numerous were the edicts 
which were issued against it, the more 
did the craving for the forbidden luxury, 
amounting almost to a national mania, 
go on increasing day by day. The 
moral lectures of the Emperor which 
appeared in the Peking Gazette, were 
very pretty to read but very futile 
in ‘their effects. And if the great 
despotic Ruler over hundreds of mil- 
Tions of people, whose very word was 
law, still found himself totally unable 
to exclude the drug (even under the 
severest penalties) from his own palace, 
is ib to be wondered at that all bis 
strongest measures should have failed 
in withdrawing the mass of the people 
from the temptation ?” » Such was the 
position of affairs some twvo-and-thirty 
years ago. It was already evident to 
the man of sense that the practical 
barriers to the admission of the drug 
had been broken down, and an influ- 
ential section, even of the Chinese 
Government, perceiving it could not 
prevent opium smoking altogether, 
was in favour of legalising the 
traffic under restrictions as to excess. 
Unfortunately these wise couusels 
did not prevail; the root and 
branch party, who thought — they 
could by violence and wrong effect 
the salvation of the empire, gained the 
day. The result was the seizure of all 
the foreign opium in Chinese waters, 
interruption of the import, and the 
first spurt given to the uative growth 


of the poppy. What this latter has 
attained to in northern China, we have 
abundant testimony to show. For six 
months of the year, enormous districts 
are little more than poppy gardens, 
and this state of affairs extends from 
Kiangsn far into Mongolia, and from 
Szechuen and Kansuh to the extremity 
of Manchuria. In the face of all 
this, the Government still fulminates 
proclamations against opinm cultiva- 
tion, apparently oblivious of the fact 
that it is but making a public dis- 
play of its own weakness; for what 
respect can the peasant, have for a 
government whose Inws he openly sets 
at defiance every day, and which he 
Imows is ever ready to be appeased 
with a bribe, should some more energetic 
or rapacious official make his appear. 
ance on the scene? Practically then, it 
may be said that no restraint, moral or 
physical, is placed on the production or 
use of opium throughout the greater 
portion of the empire. Even the 
prudential check which might be 
exercised by taxing the opium farmer, 
seems opposed to the feelings of the 
Governiment who, in place of attempting 
to increase the price at the place of 
production, attempt only to tax it 
in transit, thereby increasing in 
every locality the temptation to cul- 
tivate. ‘This last phase of the 
question has been so recent in its 
developement, that it is as yet almost 
premature to judge of the result; yet, 
as every step’ which might have beon 
taken to regulate the cultivation, and 
to make the national craving ‘for the 
drug as harmless,as possible, has been 
neglected, the most sanguine can hard- 
ly look forward to an amelioration of 
the condition of.the people. The en- 
forced isolation of the inhabitants, as 
we have often pointed out, has been 
the great curse of the empire. The 
population, compelled to live only on 
what the immediate locality would sup- 
ply, naturally multiplied to the utmost 
limit possible. No improvement or 
amelioration in the condition of indiv 

duals was possible; and the human 
animal, without hope of change, took 
to the first alleviation of his wretch- 
ed monotony which offered itself. 
This happened to be opium. If the 
Chinese Goyernment, finding that it 
could not prevent the use of opium, 
had even fostered an opium trade, it 
might have developed an enterprising 
class of opium cultivators, and might 
have enforced some slight degree of 
energy on the part of the smoker, who 
would have found something to 
exchange for the coveted drug. 
As it is, the peasant grows his 
opium in the same listless way in 
which he had previously grown his 
wheat and millet. The latter just serve 
to keep the bodies and souls of himself 
and family together; the former renders 
him, when under the influence of 
the drag, more listless and useless than 
ever. It scarcely necds a prophet to 
see that the seeds of depopulation are 





widely sown in North China, and in 





that depopulation there is left little hope 
of improvement in the condition of the 
survivors, under the present system.

yhinese Boslsh, Dictionary of the 
rgaciar or Spoken Language of Amey, 


Tho Proniues of Fuh-kien is in some 
respects one of the most important pro- 
vinees of the Chinese Empire, Its large 
extent of seaboard gives it easy commu- 
nication with the onter world, and this 
communication it has had from a very 
carly date, Its inhabitants are, with the 
exception of the Cantonese, if even any 
exception is to be made in their case, the 
‘most energetic and enterprising of all the- 
Chinese, An emigration on a most exten- 
sive scale is constantly enrried on from 
Amoy, its principal seaport, to Saigon, Siam, 
the Straits Settlements, Manila and Ne- 
therlands India, &c. Many thousands of 
Fuh-kien men, and these almost all from 
the Prefectures of Chang-chew and Chin- 
chew in the neighbourhood of Amoy, aro 
scattered over theso regions, and are thus 
brought into contact with Western nations 
and liyo under Western rule. On this 
account, we must reckon as of very high 
value and of very great importance any 
literary effort that makes us more iuti- 
mately acquainted with thelanguage, modes 
of thought, and social habits of this people, 

In the Provines we find more than one 
vernacular, ‘To the North and North- 
west you have the Foochow vernacular, 
utterly unintelligible to an Amoy-speaking 
man, while on the seaboard, from Hing- 
hua prefecture in the North to the Cirian- 
an department in the South and extending 
some distance inland, you have the Amoy 
vernacular. In addition to these, in the 
Central, Western and South-western parts 
of the province, the Hakka vernacular ex- 
tensively provails, ‘The Amoy vernacular 
is spoken by at least oight millions of 
people. 

But this language is not entively uniform 
over the region indicated. You have the 
variations of the Chang-chew, Chin-chew, 
Tung-an and Amoy dialects, ‘Theso are 
all so closely related that aperson speaking 
one of these dialects is perfoctly understood 
by persons speaking the other dialects, and 
s0 all are grouped under the one great 
Amoy spoken language. 

‘The work of preparing a Dictionary of 
this language~a Dictionary worthy’ of the 
name, and not a mere handbook—is one 
of the most dificult works a literary man 
could undertake ; and had failure been the 
result of more than one attempt, we could 
not have been much surprised. For, even 
after one lias acquired a knowledge of the 
language, and such a competent knowledge 
of it,as to justify him to undertake a work 
of this kind, there aro imumerable ditti- 
culties to be faced. You are dealing with 
a language of phrases, aud one of the first 
things to bo attended to is an orderly and. 
systematic arrangement, not merely of 
yocables, but of phrases. And besides this, 
the lexicogeapher has both tone and accent 
to preserve and to communicate to the stu- 
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dent, and no one can adequately estimate 
difiiculties of this kind except one who has 
made the attempt to overcome them. 

‘This is the first attempt that has been 
made to give us a complete dictionary of 
this vernacular, Dr. Medhurst, while in 
Batavia, prepared a dictionary of what he 
called the “Hok-Keen Dislect,” and this 
was published at Macao in 1832, In it 
he professes to give us the reading 
and colloquial idioms. ‘The work is one of 
great value, remarkably correct so far as it 
goes, but yet it falls far short of what it 
_professes to be, It is in fact a Dictionary 
of the Chang-chew Dialect in the reading 
form ; containing very little colloquial, and 
that little in the Chang-chew form and 
not always correct. 

Dr. Douglas then is tho first who has 
published a dictionary of the Amoy 
vernacular, giving us at the same time the 
forms of its cognate varieties. He has 
spent 15 years in compiling aud arranging 
the materials, and the result is a work at 
once scholarly and exhaustive. One can- 
not help seoing in the arrangement of the 
words and phrases, in the care that is (aken 
in pointing out the Dialectic variations, 
and in the clear, crisp definitions that are 
given, that the author has spared no pains 
to make his work a complete and finished 
one. 

So careful has he been to guard against 
want of completeness, that in some eases he 
seoms to have erred on the other side, Ho 
gives us phraso after phrase, to shew the 
use and power of somo word, while perhaps 
it might have been better to give us simply 
‘ono or two leading phrases to serve as 
examples, It is comparatively easy to 
criticize in this way, and to forget the 
difficulty the lexicographer must feel in 
working with alanguage made up of separate 
phrases, and made up in such a way that 

“the “ordo verborum” that rules in one 
phrase must not bo supposed to rule in 
all other phrases which we may think 
to be identical with it. 

‘Whe difficulty of tone and accent, not only 
in phrases but in vocables, Dr. Douglas 
has fairly faced, and by the uso of tonal 
marks and of single and double hyphens 
he has met the dificulty and put the stu- 
dents in the way of mastering it. 

‘The great caro bestowed on the defini- 
tion of phrases almost synonymous, cannot 
be too highly praised ; aud the author has 
succeeded “admirably in bringing out the 
nicest shades of difference in meaning. 

‘fho student cannot help, after careful 

\ obsorvation, finding out that the phrases 
under each leading word are arranged on a 
definite and systematic plan, but every one 
cannot be expected to take this trouble. If 
Dr. Douglas, either in his preface or in a 
preliminary dissertation, had “given the 
rationale of his arrangement of phrases, the 
student would have been saved an immense 
amount of trouble, and the value of the 
book would have been enhanced. 

‘To all those who are coming in contact, 
officially or commercially, with the Chinese 
of the Amoy region, this book is invaluable, 
With the aid of a teacher and with this 
work in hand, the acquisition of the 
vernacular is a mere question of time 
and careful attention, And one cannot 





























buthope that, having a book of this kind, 
the foreign merchants who have commercial 
transactions with the Chinese speaking 
this vernacular, will be induced to throw 
aside the barbarous jargon that is at pre- 
sent their only medium of communication. 
Nothing cramps and hinders commercial 
progress more than this; for, so long as it 
is in use, the foreign merchant is to a large 
extent outside of his constituency, and no 
great hopes can be entertained of getting 
much beyond the invariable ‘Grey Shirt- 
ings,” &e., &e. When heads of houses 
and their employés can communicate 
freely with the people in their own Ian- 
‘guage, a body of very questionable charac- 
ters who now act as go-betweens may be 
dispensed with ; and it is nob improbable 
that a new and fresh impulse may be given 
to trade, and that new channels for com- 
mercial enterprise may be opened up. 

From personal observation, we know that 
it is of the last importance that in such 
placesasSingapore and Penang there should 
be properly qualified European interpreters, 
‘This Dictionary supplies the text-book for 
the training of such men, and we are glad 
to seo that the Straits Times strongly re- 
commends its adoption by the Government 
for the purpose. 

‘The want of the Chinese character, Dr. 
Douglas promises to supply very shortly ; 
and the soonor he fulfils his promise the 
better. ‘The book will then become one of 
great importance to the philologist and the 
general student, But for what he has done, 
and for the manner in which he has done 
it, too grent praise cannot be accorded,

‘TIBNTSIN. 


Amongst the passengers who came here 
on the 23rd in the steamer Kiangse, was 
Mr. Macpherson, Commissioner of Customs 
at Hankow. On the following day, lre and 
M, Huber, Commissioner of Customs at 
‘Tientsin, started for Peking ; and we hav 
been informed on good authority that these 
two gentlemon are going to be immediately 
despatched by the Peking Government on 
a mission to Pern and Cuba, to make 
investigations into the treatment and con- 
dition of the Chinese people who have, 
during the last few years, been taken from 
the South of China to work as coolies in 
those two countries. ‘The reports of these 
two gentlemen will undoubtedly have con- 
siderable influence on the wording and the 
spivit, and finally on the ratification of the 
treaty which the Peruvian Government, 
through their Minister, Captain Garcia, are 
at prosent desirous of making with’ the 
Governnient of Chi 

At 4 p.m. on h inst., the Peruvian 
Minister, accompanied by Mr. Elenore, tho 
Secretary of Legation, aud Mr. John ''. 
Meadows as Interpreter, called on H. E. 
Li Hung-chang. ‘The visit lasted for nearly 
two hours ; and we understand that Capt. 
Garcia was received by the Viceroy with 
all due honors and courtesy. It is said 
that the Viceroy will return the Peruvian 
Minister’s visit to-morrow forenoon, at his 
temporary residence in the British settle- 
ment. 2 

‘We are having very agreeable weather 
and I imagine we shall have no more rain 
this year, nor till next spring. I have not 
yet heard of any Government rice or grain 
having arrived here for the distressed peo-

THE TRADE AT CHINKIANG, 


In the N. 0, Herald of September 27 
some statements wore given of the trade 
at_Chinkiaug for tho second quarter of 
1873, as compared with last year, and it 
was found that imports had fallen’ off, on 
an average, 83 per cent. A comparative 
table of imports of Grey Shirtings was 
inserted, showing a constant, increase from 
1866 to 1872 and a large falling off for the 
first two quarters of 1873, and for tho 
eight. months ending August $1 1873 a 
decrease of 243,607 pieces, or a loss of 33 
per cent. 

‘The Customs retums for the month of 
September show a still worse condition of 
trade, both as regards Imports and Internal 
{ state a few figures. Of Grey 
irtings there were imported i 
ber 1872~ 83,996 piece: 
only 30,990 ‘pieces, being a decrease of 
58,006 pieces and 'a loss of 63%. ‘Tho 
increase from 1871 to 1872 for same month 
was 68,746 pieces, a gain of 232%. Tho 
figures of percentages show a ureat loss 
by the falling off in the trade in Shirtings, 

Take 7.-Cloths.—The decrease in Sop- 
tember 1873 is 29,704 pieces less than 
September 1872, a loss of 27 per cent, The 
increase for same month in 1872 over 1871, 
was 23,609 pieces, or a gnin of 138 per 
cont, these percentages being the real 
loss of trade. Drills show a falling off of 
only 529 pieces, a loss of 3 per cent, while 
for 1872 the increase was 10,105 pieces, or 
again of 184 por cent. On the three articles 
of Shirtings, ',-Cloths and Drills, the im- 
ports in September 1873 show aloss in ave- 
rage percentages of 31 per cent, while 
for same month in 1872 the average per- 
centage of gain was 151 per cent, the sum 
of the two percentages being 182 per cent, 
‘A comparison of these percentages shows 
the real loss Chinkiang has sustained by 
the change of affairs, caused, we believe, 
by the loss of Transit Passes, in taking 
away her markets for goods in the interior. 
‘The condition of trade can best be seen by 
tabular forms, hence I insert the following 
comparative table of Import Trade for 
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September 1871, 1872 and 1873, giving the 
foregoing statistics -— 
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As the foregoing table explains itself, 
I proceed to the subject of T.-Cloths. “In 
a former article, monthly comparative 
table of the Imports of Grey Shirtings 
was given for a number of years, showing a 
constant increase from 1866 to 1872, and 
then a large decrease during the year 1873. 

‘To show that this increase and decrease 
is nob exceptional, and attaching to Grey 
Shirtings alone, Ihave made a monthly 
comparative Table of the Import Trade in 
‘T.-Cloths for the same periods, giving the 
increase and decrease, and the gains and 
losses, in percentages each year from 1866 
to September 30th 1873 :-—

By examining the foregoing table it will be 
noticed that, the same as in regard to 
Grey Shirtings, the imports of T Cloths 


hhave rapidly increased, from a total of 
4,593 pieces in 1866 to the sum of 382,099 
pieces in 1872, being the maximum. ‘The 
increase last year varies from 9,308 to 
109,633 pieces, but every year shows a 
large increase over the former year, and 
even the months, in a great measure, follow 
the same scale, up to and including 1872, 
‘The percentages of gain vary from 604 % to 
247, the average percentage of gains being 
209 % to 1872. Coming to 1873 we find a 
sudden falling off in every month thus far, 
except one; the total imports for the nine 
months ending September 30, 1873, being 
218,488 pieces, making a decrease of 98,219 
pieces under the same period in 1872, or a 
loss of 31 %, while in 1872 the increase was 
73,031, and the gain 24%. If we take 
only the sum of the gain in 1872 and the 
loss in 1873 (nine months) as the loss to 
trade at the port, it amounts to 171,250 
pieces taken away from the imports 
in 1873. If we take the same rates 
of loss for the whole -year, and it will 
probably be greater than at present, the 
actual decrease will be 130,958 pieces, 
under the year 1872 ; add to this the gain 
of 1872—73,031, and we have 203,989 pieces, 
which may be fairly taken as the loss to 
‘the import trade in the year 1873, a loss 
of 55%. The table ‘published September 
23, showed the estimated decrease in Grey 
Shirtings of 717,828 pieces, or a, loss of 
percentages of nearly 68 %. 

Looking carefully over these comparative 
tables, we find the same relative increase 
and decrease, the same relative gains and 
losses in percentages for the same yonrs, 
In each instance the maximum is in 1872, 
while 1873 shows the only decrease. As 
this rule holds good as to two ‘staple 
articles, we may say that it goes far to 
form the fact that 1872 was the year of 
the largest amount of imports and 1873 the 
only yeur of decrease, Itis our duty, first, 
to find out if this be really true, and then, if 
this maximum was in 1872 and the falling off 
in 1873, we may begiu to searvh for the 
real cause of this great change. There is 
little need to pl nophiae until we get the 
facts and figures. Whether the trade of 
1872 was due to exports of grain or to 
other causes ean best be shown by the 
comparison of exports of grain during tho 
last three years, whether by Foreiguers or 



































Natives. ‘This will easily show the truth or 
fallacy of such an argument, One thing is 
certain, that the month of September shows 
a falling off in tho trade in piece goods, 
comparatively greater than during almost 
any period of the past seven years, I 
believed the past quarter will show a Ii 
result.

‘HONGKONG. 


A snd accident ocourred on the 28th ult., 
on board the Yesso, at Aberdeen Dock. 
Mr, Welsby, the foreman boiler-maker, 
was superintending the removal of one of 
the funnels, when it suddenly fell on him, 
oceasioning such serious injuries that ho 
died two days after.— On the 30th ult., 
says the Mail, H. E, the Governor received 
a deputation ‘of Chinese residents, for the 
purpose of conferring with them’ on sub- 
jects affecting that section of the com- 
munity.

Second, the dissection 
of bodies at inquests, to which the Chinese 
object, but which H. E. said must be done 
wherenecessary. Third, theuse of Chinese 
antidotes for saving people who had taken 
poison, In regard to this, the deputation 
Proposed to have their prescriptions printed 
and cironlated amongst the Chinese, and 
wished the Colonial Surgeon would give 
them the best remedies according to Eng- 
lish practice, s0 that they could include 
them, leaving people to choose for them- 
selves, ‘The Governor promised his aid, 
and while on this subject made a raid 
against the incapacity of Chinese doctors ; 
suggesting also that they ought to have 
some sort of examination before they were 
allowed to practise. As matters now stood, 
the profession of medicine was only 
adopted by Chinese when they failed in all 
other professions. The deputation quite 
agreed with the Governor that there should 
be some sort. of examination, —Gambling- 
houses at Chineso Kowloon are again 
causing trouble, the old monopolist, who 
had to succumb when the Colonial Govern- 
ment drew the Viceroy’s attention to the 
practice, being at war with a new mon 

polist who lins been allowed to come 
i he local authorities, Evidently 
‘tution is one which some of the 
ofticials are interested in supporting.

‘Trustees fora sum to enable them to provide 
the Inmates with suitable recreation, but they 
regret that their application could not be 
substantiated. ‘the Committee consequently 
decided on providing on their own account 
a bagatelle table for the officers and a 
skittle alley for the seamen. The latter 
has been erected at a cost of $230.85, 

‘The losses by seamen leaving the Home in 
aebt are, as inust be ‘expected, heavy, but the 
sum mentioned is not to be taken as the 
actual loss, inasmuch as a portion is as a rule 
eventually’ recovered. 

It i with much regret that, the, Committee 
Dave to record the fact of the death of the 
Jato Mr. Johnston, Secretary of the Muni 
Council. He had for some years been a mem- 
ber of the Committee, and he had always taken 
an active part in promoting the objects of the 

ion.

To the Working Committee of the Sailors’ 
Home. 

GestLEwes,—I beg to lay before you the 
following report of the Home for nine “months 
extending to 30th September. 

‘The number of officers and seamen who 
have entered the home is as follows :— 

‘Taken from ships. 

Sent by H. B. M.’s Consul 

‘Taken from streets, destitute 











Out of the above men taken from ships, a 
large number entered the Home with very 
small amounts ; this departure from the geno- 
ral rule has been allowed to enable men to 
obtain employment more speedily. 

‘The following amusements have been pro- 
vided :—A good and large bagatelle table, a 
skittle alley, quoits, draft-board, a number 
of new and entertaining books for the Read- 
ing Room, Canteen Room, Officers’ Quarters, 
and Sick Ward. ie 

English newspapers are kindly and regu- 
larly sent for tho use of tho inmates by F. 
B, Johnson, Esq., and other gentlemen. 

‘Contributions of clothing have been sent by 
Residents, which have been distributed at 
ieast to a hundred needy men during the past 
nine months. 

‘The general conduct of the inmates has 
been good, few cases of drunkenness having 
occurred. 

‘Various articles of furniture have been pro- 
vided for the comfort of the inmates. 

‘The drains have been opened, cleaned, and 
repaired; also the interior of the Home white- 
washed and coloured, 

‘Various repairs have been made to the out- 
houses. 

Anew bath-honse has been built for the 
use of officers. 

Twould suggest that a large bathhouse be 
erected for the seamen’s use, it being urgently 
required for sanitary purposes, and it can be 
built at a moderate cost. 

Anumber of trees and shrubs have been 
planted in the grounds. . 

‘The side ind back verandabs require 
to be re-flagg mite, as they are ina 
very bad condition, and difficult to keep clean, 

-Tmay add that the wines, spirits, and beer, 
supplied have been of good quality aud have 
given satisfaction.

‘The Cmatmaan proposed that the Ac- 
counts as presented be passed, 

‘Mr. F. B, Jouxson seconded, and it was 
carried unanimously. 

Dr. Jouxstox said the sanitary condition 
of the Home seemed to have improved 
of late, the sick list comprising 110 pa- 
tients, but of these he was sorry to say 
nearly half were suffering from venereal 
affections. 

Some conversation ensued on the fact 
that the steward had appropriated one 
room as a store room for second hand 
clothes which he was in the habit of selling 
to the inmates of the Home, and it was 
decided that he should be directed to re- 
move the clothing, ‘and the Committee also 
expressed an opinion adverse to his’ bein, 
allowed to have any outside interest, an 
that he should confine himself entirely to 
the duties of the Home. 

‘The SurewzeNDENT was requested to 
convey to the Steward this expression of 
the Committee’s opinions. 

‘The Cuarnaan said he thought it neces: 
sary to call attention to the conduct of the 
Constable, who had given evidence at a 
Coroner's inquest on thie ease Intely heard 
in the Supreme Court, R. v, Ford. It 
seemed to him on the whole to be a fabrica- 
tion, and that the man should be warned not 
to make such statements, Had his evidenco 
been of any value he would undoubtedly 
have been called by the Solicitor for the 
defence, but such was not the case. Mr, 
F. B, Jomyso said he agreed with tho 
Chairman, that it must have been a pure 
fabrication, and after some further conver- 
sation it was decided that the Constable, 
Bailey, should be censured and war 

Mr, Tarr said he had a proposition to 
make concerning the amount standing to 
the credit of the Home at the Bank, 
viz., § 2,444.47. Tt was as follows :— 

“That it being desirable to utilise a portion 
of thie capital of the Home, the sum of $200 
at present in the hands of the Chairman of 
the Committee be handed to the Trustee of 
the Debenture holders together with the sum 
of Tis. at present in their hands, to be 
by them employed in paying off outstanding 
Debentures as they see fit.” 
His reasons for making the proposition 
were these, He thought the time had 
come when the capital should bo used in 
some way. ‘The money was there, and had 
been lying idle for nearly » year, aud he 
considered some use should be made of it, 
towards frecing the Homo of the debt it 
had upon it. ‘There were a number of de- 
benture-holders here who really took no 
interestin the Institution, and ifthe Trustees 
thought fit, it would be well to pay them 
off in some way or other. How that could 
be done should be left to the consideration 
of the Trustees. ‘They would be saving 
the 10 % The debenture-holders wero 
getting for the rental of the wharf-frontngo 
Which the Committee of the Sailors’ Home 
allowed the Trustees to take charge of. Ho 
thought he was right in that the 
rental of the wharf-frontaye paid 10 % to 
the debenture-holders. 

Mr. F. B. Jonnso said not quite that 
—perhaps two-thirds. 

‘Mr. Tarr said then he might supposeit to 
be 8% interest. ‘They had also a sum of from 
‘Tis. 2,000 to Tis. 3,000, ‘which was made up 
on account of ront which had been paid to 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. by the 
Committee. That sum he believed’ was 
standing at the credit of the Home for 
repairs, and ao forth, and if any extra ex- 
penses were now to be incurred in build- 
ing they would need this sum to keep their 
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position. As he had alrendy said how the 
Aebenture-holders were to be paid off he 
had no idea, but loft that matter entirely 
in the hands of the Trustees. 

The Caamay.—How many debenture- 
holders are there? 

Mr. F, B. Jomysoy believed there wore 
fifteen, for perhaps twenty. 

‘The Carraax seconded the proposition 
which was agreed to unanimously.

‘The gloomy and broken weather of the 
early part of the week cleared away just 
in time for the grand half-yearly holiday, 
and Friday morning gave the lie to the 
superstitions by smiling on the sports with 
all the brillianey of an autumn sun, Bat 
a keen wind opposed the sun’s beams, and 
‘on one side of the Stand it was summer 
while on the other it was something very 
ike winter, Need we say that the Ladies 
affected the sunny side, and that it was 
the sunnier for their presence. A co 
derable number responded to the invita- 
tion of the Stewards that they should 
Honour the sports, and we have no doubt 
the afternoon was enjoyable. Everything 
was couleur de rose, especially the jockeys? 
dresses, or perhaps they might be more 
correctly described as couleur de 
pow. ‘The ponies were in. splendid trim, 
and the sport was all the fairer that cham- 
pions were difficult to point out. Yet 
most of the races, including the Maidens, 
were won by distances which never left 
room for doubt, ‘the effects of the late 
rains had not yet worn off, but the time 
was good for’ a rather heavy course. 
Notwithstanding the numerous field, the 
time of tho Maiden "Stakes. was "not, 
however, up to what it might have been, 
partly owing to the condition of the course, 
and partly to tho absence of decided 
“racks.” That Pik Ying should have 
got the race was unexpected, but prophets 
after the fact were not surprised. From sixch 
‘a crowd some great unknown was sure to 
emerge into fame, and Pik Ying is a pony 
which we understand has latterly been 
coming ont well in training.  Sym- 
pathisers with our local supporters of 
the turf were a trifle startled to hear 
that the Tally Ho with which the 
Meeting opened, gave another victory to 
the Northern men who have introduced 
such formidable rivals to local merit as 
Skelp, Skyte, Kuo-pwchu, and Suowdrift. 
But on the whole the local men have had 
it sufficiently their own way so far. 

‘The Grand Stand gains in interest from 
the beginning made a Meeting or two back 
to adorn its somewhat blank walls with 
memorials of the doifigs which have been 
witnessed from it, and the idea has now 
been extended to’ giving photographs of 
the most noted ponies that have achieved 
fame at recent meetings. An excellent 
coloured picture of Ravenshoestands beneath 
theclock, and portraits of Kuo-puechi, Suow- 
drift, Leechcraft, Handicraft, and several 
others are to be found in the neighbor- 
hood. ‘The beautiful piece of plate which 
has been presented as the Storckeepers’ 
Cup, valued at $500, was exhibited. It 
consists of asilver fruit and flower stand 
contrepiece, of a graceful style and ex- 
quisite workmanship, with finely modelled 
supporting figures and neat candelabras.

which one of the fruit dishes was dashed 
from its pedestal and broken, 

‘The number of spectators, generally, ex- 
ceeded what we have usnally seen on’ the 
first day. Although in the Stand enclosure 
there seemed a slight reduction and a 

kening of interest ; outside, the blue 
border of Chinese was broad and dense, 
while the gathering of carriages was so 
great inand around the Stand that it 
is surprising no serious accidentshappened. 
The sports began soon after twelve, with 
the usual interval for_tiffin after the third 
race, when relays of guests shared the 
liberal hospitality of the Race Club, much 
incited thereto by the keen air and the 
excellence of the viands purveyed by Mr. 
Williams. The day’s amusement was also 
finished in good time, so that there re- 
mained sufficient of the short twilight to 
enable racegoers to get home safely.

Big fields are the order of the meeting, 
and the order was maintained for the 
Northern Cup. Fourteen ponies went out, 
‘Dut they did not all accomplish their work 
in the way designed for them. On the 
first false start, Roundhead, Sauce Qui Peut 
and Hun-tin-te rushed off, and though 
the first was checked at the 
others continued their useless ex 
winning post. ‘There Sauee Qui Peut, who 
had certainly been running as if it were a 
case of each for himself, began to think he 
had been rather foolish, and that it was 











time to save his wind, so he submitted to 
be walked back a little way, while Hun- 
tin-tze promised in a very short space of 
timo to rejoin the start by making 
the entire cironit, But Seuve Qui Peut 
soon lost his senses again, and facing the 
Staud once more he rushed past at a hard 
galop, ending with arush for the. stables 
gate which resulted in. his rider being 
thrown,. ‘Then he trotted calmly home, 
Huntin-tze continued to give no end of 
trouble, by bolting now in front of the field 
and now in rear of them, and completed his 
erratic movements hy dashing off at racing 
speed. Finding it impossible to control him, 
his jockey let him go and took him off the 
Course. “With these two out, a fine start 
was managed, the proverbial blanket being 
just the thing to tuck them under. Ravens- 
oe held a very slight lead, which he did 
not seek to improve at once; Roundhead 
and Rover were near, but did not maintain 
their plies, ‘The speed was terrific, and 
nearly all the ponies kept up to it fairly.

The race for tho Storekeepers’ Cup did 
not disappoint those who thought it ought 
to be a good one, and its result sends a 
handsome prize to a worthy owner. Soucenir 
had been solected by “ our tipster ” for the 
event, but Godolphin and Ivanhoe were also 
well spoken of, and there was a tolerably 
open field for the others. ‘The start was a 
very good one, momentarily taken advan- 
tage of by Drummer Boy, who rattled np on 
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Jnside place but within the frat quarter he 
yielded to Ivanhoe, who pulled, ferociously, 
Bharik and Godolphin in close attendance. 





Past the stables, Sharik headed his com- 
panion and Comanche came forward for a 
time to dispute second place with him. 
Opposite tho Stand however Savernake 
appeared, but allowed Bintang to pass him 
on the outside, and then Sowrenir worked up 
to the front, past the Monument, Ivanhoe 
receding.

A handsome dozen out of the thirty-six 
entered appeared below the Stand to con- 
test the Race Club Cup, giving the second 
opportunity during the day to the occu- 
pants of that post of vantage to witnes:

‘The hurdle race showed no symptoms of 
falling through from such cause as affected 
the Steeplechase of the previous day, and 
the ponies who ventured to run against 
Climax were on more even terms owing 
to the amount of flat which had to 
be covered. Seven ponies started, and 
Greenkorn showed the way, and ‘mado 
it too, for the field, by crashing through 
the frst hurdle, an accident which hap- 
pened so frequently during the raco as 
to make it comparatively easy for those in 
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the rear. Half-way round Climaz took the 
race into his hands, hard followed however 





by Reindeer and accompanied by Greenhorn. 
‘The rin was uneventful till they came to 
the last bit of flat, up which a keen race 
was made. Arrived at the hurdle, the three 
leaders instead of jumping went round it, 
and Bintang, who was coming up fast, took 
the obstacle ‘and was declared winner, tho 
other late arrivals getting the places."

The stated Programme of the Autumn 

Meeting concluded yesterday, under tho 
like good auspices with which it began, 
‘The day was cool, and would have been 
sunny had not a few fleecy clouds toned 
the sky. ‘The attendance was the largest 
of any of the three days, particularly with 
Chinese. Most of the events were com- 
paratively open, and were well con- 
tested. ‘Ihe highest interest attached to 
the Champions, which was a very fine 
race, 
The usual Sweep for the Champion 
Stakes was held on the Course, at the Club 
Concordia booth. ‘There were 391 subseri- 
bers, at $10 each, which together with the 
sales swelled the grand total to $6830. 
Racenshoe sold for $1410, Souvenir, $950, 
and Pik Ying, $65—and Ravenshoe won. 

‘The arrangements of the Meeting wero 
all carefully attended to, and those ofticial- 
ly concerned deserve tho thanks of tho 
community for the trouble they take to 
make the institution of racing locally 
popular and pleasant. 

It is noteworthy, that of the ponic 
training for the Meeting, rather less than 
half were kept at the Horse Bazaar, while 
of the 21 races, 17 wero won by’ ponies 
kept there.

‘THE SETTLEMENT OF THE HANGCHOW 
DIFFICULTY. 
To the Bilitor of the 
Nonra-Carsa Heratn. 

Sm,—I' have been requested to com- 
municate to you an account of the nego- 
tiations, just now concluded, between the 
Chinese Authorities and Gentry on the one 
part aud Dr. Lord, American Consul at 
Ningpo on the other, respecting the 
remoral of the Mission’ of the Southern 





Presbyterian Church (U.S. A.) from its 
present site on the hill to another in the 


plain, You will perhaps remember that 
ast Autumn several persons who had sold 
land to Missionaries in this city, or acted 
as agents in such sales, were suddenly 
arrested by the Che-heens, and two of 
them severely punished, 

All were ultimately released, in con- 
sequence of enquiries promptly instituted 
on the spot by the British and American 
Consuls. * The Mandarins disowned all 
hostility towards Missionaries, and alleged 
irregularity of sale or extortionate prices 
as the occasion of their severity. Rumour 
however persistently pointed to the 
houses on the Hill as the real 
grievance. Standing within sight of the 
Fantae’s Yamun, overlooking the Inckiest 
part of the city—the very jaws of the 
Dragon—these houses with their gables ox 
hipped roofs, and their quaint foreign 
aspect, lad’ occasioned more than one 
death in the Fantae’s household, and were 
an offence to the whole Gentry and Ma- 
gistracy in whose special quarter of the 
town they stood, No further hostile act 
however took place ; and the summer has 

assed, and the great gathering of the 

ewiste too, I thank Cod, in absolute 
pence. About two months ago, however, a 
serious representation was made to Dr; 
Lord by Mr. Chén, an influential citizen 
of Nivgpo and who has honorary civil 
rank, in the form of a Petition signed by 
eight Hangchow Gentry, and entrusted to 
Mr. Chén and adepuiation of their own 
to present. It alleyed in plain terms the 
grievance with which rumour had already 
made us familiar, it exonerated the Mis- 
sionaries of ali malice prepense in choosing 
the site, and allowed for the scepticism of 
Foreigners as to Féng-shuy ; but it urged 
that it is a reality to the Chinese, and re- 
peated that some arrangement should bo 
devised which might prevent misunder- 
standing and bad blood. If the Mis- 
sionaries would point out a suitable site 
elsewhere, it should be secured to them on 
good title, and they should be fully indem- 
nified for the trouble and cost of removal, 
and for the outlay already expended on 
their property, A similat petition had 
meantime been presented to the Footac, 
praying him to send a Commissioner to 
treat with Dr, Lord, which he acoordingly 

id. 

Dr. Lord, convinced of the good faith of 
the petitioners, communicated with the 
Missionaries, and the latter, with as little 
delay as possible, gave a willing arsent to 
the proposition, provided that a sufficient 
guarantee were given of full indemnifica- 
tion for the Body whom they represented, 

Upon this Dr. Lord arranged with Chén 
Soen-sheng to go to Hangchow immediately 
after the examinationa, and carry on the 
negotiation on the spot. He came here 
rather more than a fortnight ago ; and he 
is leaving us to-day. 

‘The Mission property in question consists 
of a dwelling House intended to serve as 
headquarters for a Mission of six or eight 
members, a Chapel, a Girl’s Boarding 
School, aud a Loy’s School, with rooms for 
a Missionary Superintendent, 

fhe Land, parlly on account of its 
situation on the hill, was very costly ; but 
the buildings had been put up with watel- 
ful economy. 

Altogether the sum at which—wich Dr. 
Lord’s approval—the indemmity was fixed 
amounted to $11,000, exclusive of land, 
but including official expenses. 

After a little ambiguity, it appeared that 
not only the Bill itseli but its, purlicus 
were objected to by the Chinese negotia- 
tors; upon which the Missionaries, who 
had ‘strong motives for preferring that 
neighbourhood, frankly met the difficulty 
by pointing out a suitable site in the north- 
western angle of the City, on the main 
street, between the It. C. Mission aud the 

e best known to visitors from Shanghai 
‘This has been surveyed, its owners dis- 
covered, aprice agreed upon, and yesterduy 




























































title deeds were handed to the Missionaries 
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putting, them in possession of 20 mow. of 
iand well suited to their object, upon which 
they gave up the title deeds they held for 
the land on the hill, ‘The money claim is 
also conceded ; and it is arranged that 
$5,000 be paid’ immediately, $4,000 in the 
Chinese first month, and’ the balance, 
$2,000, as soon as the Missionaries are 
ready to vacate their. present quarters, 
Meantime a Proclamation is to be issued 
by the Footae, of which » draft has 
been submitted, stating unequivocally that 
the removal is ‘a voluntary concession to 
the wishes of the Chinese, and not a com- 
pulsory act, 

‘This is an outline of a negotiation as 
satisfactory, L venture to think, as any 
that has talext place between the Chinese 
influential classes and the foreign sojour- 
ners on their soil, 

‘Two or three points have received, in the 
course of it, if not proof, at least useful illus- 
ixation. For example, that Missionaries are 
not quiteso uncivilized, or wrong-headed, or 
always and altogether unlucky as a corres- 
pondent or two of yours, Sir, sometimes 
assume ;—that Chinese officials aud gentry, 
though ‘they sometimes seem to prefer 
ruse and an underhand game, yet upon 
jon can be frank and liberal ;—and, 
to instance but one point more, that if 
foreigners have not Treaty right to reside 
in Hangchow, the statutes of Ta-th’sin do 
not on the other hand disable them either 
from residing here or from holding land. 
It was with this persuasion that, nine years 
‘ago, we commenced the experiment. 

Tn conclusion, I give my Amorican 
Brethren joy of the illustration, they have 
contributed so much to afford, of points 
ike these. And, if may take the liberty, 
T should like, in this place, to express my 
sense of the obligation we Missionaries all 
alike owe to Dr. Lord for the tact and 
temper with which he has brought his 
negotiations to a successful close,

Tieve to be the truth! and does not MI.” 
himself admit that there are many born 
Christians who hold these views? “Surely 
it not a Christian who writes this.” 
Mais ga va sans dire! It is evidently not 
a believor who declares his disbeliet—of 
“he native of a Ch land,” “MI.” had 























spoken already.

I have known her about one 
month anda half, She spoke tome six weeks 
ago, a8 1 stood outside my door, and asked me 
if there were any houses to let about there. 
I told her there was one, and she weat to 
the landlord and paid half @ mnonth’s rent, $2. 
Two or three days later she brought’ her 
things to the house, which was rented to her 
for $3.50 a month. Deceased came to my 
house almost every day. One day she told 
me that her husband always quarrelled with 
her two or three times a month. She aud 
her husband used to fight. For three months 
after their marriage they had lived comfort- 
ably but not since, 1 think she told me they 
had been married two or three years. last saw 
accused in the Louse threo weeks ago. ‘That 
was the only time I saw him there. He was 
upstairs ; walking to and froin the room. I 
asked Emily who he was, and she told me 
it washer husband. Accused was present, but 
he spoke very low. Shortly afterwards he left. 
Thenrd Emily ask accused for money. I was 
in the same room. She asked for one dollar.

bread, Every day she used to send food to 
her husband. Prisoner’s boy used to come 
twice every day for food. One day Emily 
tld him she had no money to buy food, and 
for three days he only caine once a day. "That 
was about a fortnight ago, On the Ist day 
of the 9th month, 10 days ago, the boy come to 
me and asked me to interpret to Emily that 
if she did not send acoused any food he would 
come and take away her stove. I did not 
tell her ; I told the boy I would not do so, 
but he bad better tell her himself, That 
same day Emily came to my house weeping 
and told me the ‘boy ‘had taken away the 
stove, She herself had broken the stove 

in her an anda saucepan. She told me she 
had a gold lever wateh, a pair of gold ear-rings, 
aud_a brooch, which she woul leave wit 
me in case her lusband should come and take 
‘them, She left them with me, and also somo 
clot] (The jewellery was produced.) She 
told me her husband had once injured them 
before by putting medicine over them. She tald 
me so last Monday week. Deceased was in tho 
habit of coming to my house every day to 
wind up the watch, On the same day she left 
the things with me, she asked me if she might 
boil her water as she had no stove. On 
‘Tuesday she told me she had expected 
her husband to come on the previous 
evening, but he had not come, Last Friday 
morning she told me that her husband 
hhad come to her house on the previous evening 
after 10 o'clock and knocked at the door, 
Ue asked her to open the door, as he hind not 
brought $6 for rer, but she replied he had 
got as much as six cents, and refused to open 
the door, He spoke to her through the open 
window. She told me the accused still 
asked her to open the door that he might 
kiss her ‘and tale with hier a fow minutes. 
She still refused, and he went away. Emily 
came to my house on Friday afternoon, when 
Lasked her to stop and take supper with me, 
She stayed with ine, Betore she left asked. 
her if she would like to go out with me, but 
she told me she would not as she was atraid 
he would come agaiu that night. She told me 
that if he did-come and fight her, she should 
open the window and shout to me, aud I 
was immediately to fetch the police, She 
then went home. I went out that ening, 
reeturning at 10 minutes to 11 by the watch, 
which was a little too fast. My servant 
told me that Emily had ‘been to. the 
house, and she (the servant) had pointed. 
ont to her where it was, ‘The clothes have 
been handed over to the Police. When 1 
returned home I heard no noise. I went 
bed. The next morning, after 9 o'clock, as 
Enily lad not come os tual to wind up her 
watch, T sent the servant to knock at her 
door. ’ ‘The servant returned and told me tho 
door was shut, and he thought she must have 
goue out to market, After ten o'clock [ 
thought I would go to Emily's house. Some 
neighbours ‘caked ‘me if Thad been to her 
house. I said no, and they then told me they 
heard a disturbance going on in the house at 
10 o'clock the previous night. The next 
door neighbour asked me that question. I 
went to the house, and found both shutters 
and door shut, ‘The upstairs window was 
open. T opened the door and went in, when 
Tsaw the woman (Emily) lying down at the 
foot of the stairs. I came out directly, and 
seeing a foreigner passing, I asked him to 
go and look, as I thought’ Emily was dead, 
‘he foreigner went in, and having sfen the 
body, went out and called the police. (Wits 
ness identified Anatoyn as being the foreigner 
she bad called.) 

By Accusep.—The stove was removed 
ou the Monday, and not on Wednesday. I 
don't know that Emily went to the house of 
the accused on Monday and the two following 
days. Ewily told me that she lad gone to 
her husband's house several times, on one 
gccasion to take a blanket, forgot what day 
it was she took the blanket. — I am living witl 
a foreigner who rents the house on Ticudong 
Toad. 

Inspector Sraretixc, on referring to the 
Desk Hong List, found’ according to the Chi- 
nese Almanac that the first day of the ninth 
moon was Monday and not Tuesday as stated 

witness, 

‘Witness, recalled, said,—If the lst day of 
ninth moon was Tuesday, then it was on 
‘Tuesday that deceased told me accused had 
the same day taken away the stove, I have 
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not seen prisoner's boy till this morning, when 
Lasked him if prisoner was at home on ‘Tues- 
day night, and he replied he was not. 
‘Vincesta Foxceou, sworn.—I reside in 
Chapoo Road, Hongkew ; I remember pass- 
ing along Tiendoog Road abont a quart-r 
to eleven on Friday night, last. I know a 
house in that road painted green, No. 186, G. 
Iwas in the middle of the road, and as I got 
opposite the house I heard’ a woman's 
ery, apparently from ‘tho lower floor of that 
house. ‘The door and shutter were closed. 
‘There was uo light downstairs. I heard a 
sound of beating,” The upstair window was 








open and light was burning there. T! 
cries were “Oh dear!oh dear?” There appeared 
to be heavy blows. I heard about half a 


dozen blows. I can’t say from the sound 
where the blows were struck, but I imagine 
they fell upon a part of the body covered 
by clothes. I stood about three minutes, 
‘There was no one else there. ‘The blows were 
continuous during that time. A Chinaman 

yut his head out of a bedroom window of a 

use next but one, and said in Chinese “I 
should not like to have that beating.” I under- 
stand Chinese. I was the only person in 
the road. ‘There was sufficient light from 
alamp to enable me to see if any one was 
there, ‘The beating was still going on when 
Lleft, but there were no more eries from the 
Woman, Idid uot hear a man's voice ; nor 
any other voice than that proceeding from 
the woman, and the noise of the blows. ‘There 
‘were no sounils as if two or three persons were 
fighting. Idid not go closeto the house. 1 
‘saw no one come out. On leaving the place, 
and between thero and my home, I met a 
Manilaman, I asked him if the woman 
living in that house was married, and whe- 
‘ther her husband beat her, and he said he did 
not know, ‘Thinking it was merely a family 
matter, I took no further interest in it. 

Acctsep asked witness no questions. 

‘Phe Court then adjourned till 2 o'clock, 

‘The Court resumed at tho time specified. 

Tuomas Wutast Lapin, Police Sergeant, 
ropeated the evidence given by him at the I 
guest on Saturday. 

Gronor Sxixxen.—I am a Sorgtant in the 
Police force, at the Hongkew Station. I know 
oth the accused and his Iate wife, On the 
2th Sept. last, after 10 o'clock at night, I 
saw deceased on the bridge going to Shanghai, 
and accused was walking a short distance be- 
hind her ; and on the 15th Oct., early in the 
morning, L_ was patrolling in Malay street, 
close to Tiendong Road, when I heard some 
voices. I went and found him outside the 
door, and sho was speaking to him through 
the ‘bedroom window. It was raining hard 
at the time, aud I heard accused ask de- 
ceased to let him in. She said sho should 
not, as it was not the time to come; he 
should have come on the previous evening. He 
replied-he was there on the previous night 
at 9 o'clock but found the door locked. She 
thereupon called him a liar, and took a tile 
from the roof and Aung it’at him. T could 
not see whore it struck him but I know from 
hearing the blow that it hurt him. I heard 
her afterwards ask if hie lind received the food 
she had sent to him at the Gasworks, and as 
they ‘appeared to cool down, I left. ’ I found 
him there shortly after two o'clock, and he 
was still there when I left after three o'clock. 

‘To the Puisoxen.—I don’t know if you 
wont that morning. "I did not see you. 

Prasoxer.—She did not let me in till halé- 
past four o'clock. 

Cncx Cuvy-rax, a young girl living with 
her mother in No. 178 house, (near the 
house of the deceased), said—Tf live next door 






































woman (deceased) lived not far from me, and I 
know the house. On Friday night last my 
mother set me out to buy something at the 
tnnvket, nd to go there Th to go past the 
house where deceased lived. When I was 
going to the market, I saw nobody, but 
when I came back T saw a black man in the 
street in front of deceased's house. He was, 
talking with the coloured woman, who was 
at the upstairs window, but I don't know what 
they said. ‘They were talking in the ordinary 
way,—not excitedly at all. ‘There are 20} 
Dlack people live in the neighbourhood, but 

‘the Portuguese woman, rarely see a black 








man in that street. I passed behind him. 
Teannot deseribe how he was dressed, but he 
was wearing a black suit. Iam sure he had | 
ona black coat, He hada hat on his head. | 


Tt was black oue. He had black trousers 
on. It was not very light ; it was past nine. 
I know that was the time, from the fact that 
‘a door, leading into a compound, which is 
generally closed between 9.30 p.m. and 10 
P-m., was then closed. ‘The black man I saw 
was ‘not a Malay; he was quite black, and 
tall. I could not ise him again. 
‘There were no lights in the street. There 
was a light in the upper chamber of 
deceased’s house; I do not know if there 
was a light in the lower chamber. The up- 
stairs window was open, the lower window 
closed ; so was the door. 

‘To the Prisoxer.—I don't remember if I 
have seen you in Hongkew. 

Wuane-a-suze, said.—I live close to the 
market, in house No. 185 G., next door 
to the deceased woman, Last Friday night, 
the night previous to the deceased being 
found, about 10.’clock, Iheard her stamping on 
the floor and singing something. Iwasin bed. 
‘The woman was alone. I heard no one else 
there. I went to sleep, but was awoke by a 
noise in deceased’s poe ae orgie te 
ground floor, I recognised it as being the 
Voice of deceased, three or four times. After 
that, all was quiet. 

To the Prisoxer.—I have never noticed 
you at the house of the deceased. 

Dz-A-LEA.—1 live next house to where the 
black woman lived. 1 remember the day her 
dead body was found. It was last Saturday. 
On the previous night, Iwent to bed at 9 
Oelock, f was awoke by iy child at midnight, 
when I heard a voiee, which I recognised as 
the voice of the black woman. It appeared 
to come from the lower floor, I only heard it 
once ; after that, all was quiet. I never heard 
the noise of any one being beaten. 

‘To the Prisoxer.—I never saw you before. 

Sixo-soxe-txe, a lad, said.—I am prison- 
v's servant, and have lived with him in Pekin 
Road for about forty days. I know where he 
works—at the Gasworks. I know his wife, 
who lived in Hongkew, in a house painted 

een, I have been to the house twice every 

jay to fetch food, until last Tuesday week. 
On Tuesday, the Ist day of the 9th moon, 
deceased told me that as my master did 
pot send her any money the could not give 
him any food. I went back and told my 
master, and he thereupon directed me to re- 
tum and fetch away the kitchen stove. I 
removed it on Wednesday, and from that time 
I prepared my master’s food until Saturday, 
wher he was taken into custody. (Witness 
here complained of his things being detained 
in the house, and his wages not yet being paid.) 
When the deceased said there was no food 
Lwent straight to my master. On that Tues- 
day I nevertheless got my master’s food from 
the deceased. I did not go anywhere else for 
my master’s food on the Monday. { speak 
very little English. I went to a Soochow wo- 
mab, ab my master’s orders, to interpret for 
me to get my master’s food. This was on 
Wednesday. She did not go, and I went my- 
self. My mistress allowed me to take away 
the stove. ‘The stove was all right, so also 
two fryingpans, but one of the saucepans was 
broken by deceased, as also the chimney of 
the stove. I bought the meat for my master's 
food, with money provided me by my master, 
‘at Hongkew. ‘The same on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday. | On the morning of the last 
day my master, who was at the Gasworks ; 
asked ‘me where I got the meat from. He 
also heard where Y had been getting it 
from before. He asked if I had scen my 
mistress. I said, no. He asked me nothing 
more, My master never on any other oc- 
casion since Thursday, asked me where I 
got his food from, but on Saturday mor- 
ning. On Thursday night I was at the 
Chinese theatre, and returned at 5 in the 
morning. My master was asleep and I roused 
him, On Friday night my master came home 
at 6.30 and took his dinner which he finished 
at7.. Ithen went out. When I was going out 
at 7.30 my master was combing his hair. I 
asked him where he was going to. He said 
hhe was going out fora walk. On Monday at 
Bin the afternoon, my mistress came to my 
master’s house. My master was at home. 
She did not come again that week. 

Remanded till Saturday for the medical 
evidence.

Josrrn Hants appeared on remand, charged 
with the murder of his wife, Amelia Harris. 

Jaares Jouxstox, sworn, said—I am a 

medical man. I have examined a black coat 





and a pair of trousers, a shirt, a stud, a hat, 
collar, a pair of boots, and a pocket hand 
kerchief, which 1 received from the police, 
under seal; I did so with a view to as- 
certain the nature of the stains upon them, 
‘The coat is stained in different parts with 
blood. Lhave cut some pieces out, which were 
stained, for the purpose of examining them 
with amagnifyingglass. ‘The coat wasnotmuch 
stained. ‘The spots were minute and scattered 
all over the coat. There were two or threo 
spots larger than others ; there were two com- 
paratively large ones at the end of the left 
sleeve. ‘The largest was not more than a 
couple of inches in diameter. ‘here is not a 
spot half the size of a threepenny piece on the 
collar, none larger than a No. 5 or 6 shot, 
slightly pressed. ‘There were evidences of the 
coat having been partly soaked in two or three 
places. Lnoticed a stain in the inside of the 
cuff, I examined the stains by the usual che- 
mical tests, and found they were blood, After 
a certain time it is impossible, or doubtful, to 
state whether or not blood stains are human, 
and Lam not prepared to answer this question 
in this instance. On the trousers I found a 
streak of blood about a quarter of an inch in 
length, and I observed that attempts had been 
made toefface that and others ecks by washing. 
Tfound evidences of small specks only. ‘he 
spots were more numerous on the trousers than 
coat, more particularly below the knee, in front. 
On the shirt I observed the mark of stains 
on both culls and on the collar, but the 
quantity was too small for the test to be 
relied upon. On the froutof the shirt I found 
numerous spots of blood, and also a spot on 
the upper stud. ‘The latter was well marked. 
Lfound a good many spots on the hat, which 
were also very well marked. I have not 
removed them’ all. Imay observe that the 
chemical examination of the hat was not 60 
roliable as the examination of the coat aud 
trousers, but still I have no doubt they 
are blood spots. Neither was the chemical 
examination conclusive with regard to the 
collar, The blood. stains upon the handker- 
chief were not well marked, and on the boots 
there were external appearances of blood, but 
the test was not reliable. Ou Sunday Inst, L 
made a postmortem exai m of the body 
of a coloured woman in Hongkew, assisted by 
Drs. Henderson and Macgowan, and in the 
presence of Mr. Stripling. - (Having described 
the position in which le found the body, 
wituess went on to say:) ‘The arms were 
raised and bent at the elbows, and there were 
marks of bruises on both, There were 
extensive bruises on the left half of the head, 
and beneath the bruises the bones of the 
skull wero: fractured and depressed. ‘The 
right eye was particularly open, tho left swol- 
Jen and closed, and the eye-ball depressed a 
little in the socket. ‘There was a wound 25 
inches in length on the upper part of the fore- 
head, extending from the roots of the brain 
upwards, and there was a punctured and con- 
tused wound at the roots of the hair at the 
upper part of the forehead, in a line with the 
inner angle of the right eye. There was also 
an incised wound on the crown of the head. 
‘Phere was a large contusion at the back part 
of the head and an extensive fracture of the 
bones of,te skull. ‘The skull there had been 
fractured before, so that the extent of the con- 
tusion could not be ascertained definitely, but 
the back bones of the skull were lacerated and. 
torn. This isthe result of the external exam- 
ination. On reflecting the skull, I found an 
extensive extravasation of blood underneath 
its whole surface. ‘The substance of the brain 
was healthy, and uninjured. ‘There were two 
fractures of the skull, one on the upper and back 
pert of the right side, ‘eing an extensive 
fracture about the size of the palm of the 
hand, with the fragments partly ‘detached ; 
and the other a fracture of the left forehead 
extending upwards to the fracture at the back 
of the head. ‘The fragments fell to pieces in 
the coinrse of examination. Death was un- 
doubtedly caused by the fractures of tho 
skull. . They were caused by a blunt instru- 
ment. 

His Worsurr.—But how do you account 
for the cut on the forehead? 

‘Wrrvess.—A blunt instrument will make a 
clean cut. From the appearance of the skull, 
ithad been beaten all over. I cannot say 
whether the blows were administered while the 
victim was standing or lying on the ground. 
One instrument might have caused all the 
wounds I saw, A walking stick could not have 
done it unless it was very thick. ‘The blows 
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wore struck either by a piece of wood or by 
an iron instrament—but not by a sharp instra- 
‘ment, as that would have cut into the head and 
not fractured the skull as it was in this case. 
Lobserved large spots of blood on the walls. 
‘They might have been caused when the 
woman fell. The spots of blood I found on 
the clothes were similar to the spots on the 
wall about four or five fect irom the floor. 
Probably the murderer might have been five 
orsix feet from the woman when she fell, and 
then the sprays would be smaller. I saw no 
red lead stains on the hat or clothes ; those 
fon the hat were not from red lead. The bar 
{a door bar about a yard long) produced was 
the kind of instrament with which the wounds 
were inflicted, but as [ can find only very few 
and small specks of blood upon it, Ido not 
‘think this was the one used. 

AccoseD had no questions to ask the wit- 
ness, and was remanded till Friday moruing. 





BR. ». G. G. Mayne, 
Obtaining money under false pretences. 

Mr. Robinson prosecuted. 

Messrs. Miller and Litchfield for the defence. 

‘Mr. Ronrxsoy said he had been instructed 
to prefer the charge against the prisoner, 
which was one of obtaining from the Deutsche 
Bank Ts. 2,940 by false pretences, ‘The facts 
were shortly these : On the 23rd October Inst 
the defendant went to the Deutsche Bank and 
‘enquired whether tho Bank made advances 
upon goods stored at the Shanghai and Hong- 
kew Witart, and was informed that it would 
do so under certain conditions. Two of the 
conditions were that, the sum being repr 
sonted by him as to be for a Chinaman, the 
latter should attend personally, so ‘that 
the Bank should be able to make persoual 
enquiries ; and’ that the goods should be 
Iued. ‘That _was all that took place at that 
interview. ‘In the afternoon of the same 
day the defendant attended at the Bank with a 
Chinaman named Foo-kee, whom herepresented 
to the Manager to be the man requiring 
the advance, At the samo time defendant 
handed in a receipt of the Shanghai and 
Hongkew Wharf for 480 tons of coals as a 
security for the advance which the Bank was 
to make to Foo-kee, and also a letter of- 
valuation mado by himself in reference to the 
coals. Upon the faith of these documents 
and the representation made by the defendant 
to the Bank, tho Cis, 2040 was advanced, and 
hence the charge. Mr. Rebinson added that 
‘the mauner in Which the Bank discovered that 
the coals alleged to be represented had no 
existence war that the ympany having adver- 
tised for all warrants to be sent in for 
inspection, this warrant was sent in, and the 
Company ‘then informed the Bank’ that no 
such cargo as was represented in the warrant 
was eld by ity and. that the. warrant mst 
therefore have been forged for the purpose. 
‘He now proceeded to call evidence. 

E, Suutomaxx.—I am the Manager of the 
Deutsche Bank. ‘The defendant called upon 
mo at my office on the 23rd October, and 
asked if we advanced on goods. I said yes. 
then asked me if I would advance to 
Chinaman on coals that were stored in 
Hongkew Wharf, Itold him L would make the 
advance. Mr. Mayne then told me he wanted 
an advance of Tis, 3000 on 480 tons of coals 
for Chinaman, [ told him that the China- 
man must attond personally at my office, and 
that I required a valuation of the coals in 

iestion, ‘That was all that then took place. 

jetween 2 aud 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
he again came, accompanied by a Chinaman 
named Voo-kee, to whow the Joan was ulti- 
mately made, Mr, Mayne handed me a war- 
rant of the Hongkew Wharf for the 480 tons 
of coals, and a letter of valuation, valuing the 
coals at about Tis. 11} a ton, ‘The document 
produced (No. 1941) was the oue hie hand: 
me, and bears the defendant's signature. 
‘The letter of valuation produced is also the 
one he handed me at the same time, and is as 


follows 
Shanghai, Oct. 23, 1873. 
‘Pho Manager of the Deutsche Bank: 

Dear Sin,—As requested, I have examined 
the coal noted in warrant 1941, and find same 
to be good Cardiff coal, the market value of 
same being ‘fis. 11.30 per ton. 

Tam, dear Sir, 
‘Yours faithfully, 
G. G. Maryse, 
‘Manager, Hongkew Wharf. 





































































(The warrant his Worship marked A. and 
the above letter B.) 

T thereupon agreed to make the advance, 
and gave instructions tomy accountant to have 
the usual promissory note and letter of bypo- 
thecation made out. The document produced 
was signed by the Chinaman Foo-kee in my 
presence, Mr. Mayne and my compradore also 
being present, (marked €.}, and thereupon 
the documents went into my office, and a 
compradore order (marked D.) for Tis. 2940, 
representing the Tis. 3,000 less two months 
interest was given in exchange. Tt was on 
the faith of these documents and the state- 
ments of the defendant that Imade theadvanee, 
and the order has been paid by our Bank, 
Subsequently, I sent inthe warrant. marked 
A. to the Wharf Company for inspection ; that 
was on the 27th. I did so because the Shang- 
hai_and Hongkew Wharf Company issued a 
notice requesting all warrants to be sent in. 
I then received a letter (marked E.) from the 
Company, as follows :-— 

Shanghai, Oct. 29, 1873. 
‘To the Manager of the Deutsche Bank. 

Dear Si,—We have with much regret to 
notify you that the Warrant numbered 1941 
and dated 28rd inst. purporting to cover 480 
tons coal stored at the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf has been fraudulently issued, and is 
not represented by the above cargo. 

We are, Dear Sir, 
‘Your faithfully, 
Cuarsax Kiso & Co., 

Agents Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf. 

‘That was the first time it came to my know- 
ledge that the 480 tons of coals, which formed 
my security, was not in existence. When I 
the first person, I moan the Deutsche 














Cute-xee—I am the compradore of the 
Deutsche Bank. That Bank paid the amount 
mentioned in the order marked, to the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank. 

‘To Mr. Muer—I know it was paid, be- 
cause I paid it myself. 

Giteert Hexpersox sworn said.—I ama 
book-keoper and clerk at tho Shanghai and 
Hongkew Wharf. I am familiar with the 
signature of the defendant, who is the 

fanager of the Wharf. Document B, I 
think, bears his signature. I have no doubt 
it is’his handwriting, only I can't swear 
to what I did not see done. From my, 
knowledge of his handwriting I thiak the 
warrant marked D bears his signature. On 
the 23rd October, the Hongkew Wharf Com- 
pany held no such coals as are mentioned 
in that warrant to the order of the Deutsche 
Bank. If there had been any such order, 
Mr. Mayne or I might have entered it in the 
books of the Company, but there was no 
such entry that I saw. There is an order 
however in the book relating to these coals, 
but according to that they are held to the 
order of Messrs, Siemssen & Co. 

Acexaxpen Micuiz, sworn, said.—I am 
one of the managers of the Honykew Wharf 
Co., and a partner of the firm of Chapman 
King and Co., and the letter marked E was 
written by an 

Mr. Rontxsox considered this evidence was 
sufficient to establish the facts upon which 
the charge was founded. 

His Worsure asked under what section of 
the Act the proceedings were taken ? 

‘Mr. Rosrxsoy replied under the 88th and 
sections of the Act. 

His Wonsmir having read over the evidence 
to the witnesses, cautioned defendant in the 
usual manner, and asked him if he had any- 
thing to say in answer to the chargé. 

‘Derenpasr signified that he had nothing to 
say. 

Air, Men said he wished, to propose 
that defendant should be allowed to offer 
his sureties being Capt. Bergman, of the 
Tunsin, and Mr. W. H. Short, of the firm of 
Hall & Holtz, the former in the sum of 
‘Tis. 2,000, and the latter Tis. 1,000, which his 
Worship accepted.

‘The Court said the affidavit made in this 
case by Mr. Wisner was yesterday read to 
Mr. Stoddard, and the hearing to-day was a 

reliminary hearing, to determine whether 

fr. Stoddard should be remanded. for trial. 
‘Was Mr. Eames prepared to go o 

‘Mr. Eaates called as his first witness Mr. 
A. A. Haves, who, sworn, stated, I am senior 
resident partner of Olyphant & Co. at Shang- 
bai. My firm were for some time the general 
agents of the Union Steam Navigation Co. 

‘Mr. Lrronrreup asked for the authority 
under which wituess’s firm acted. It was 
necessary to be particular in a criminal pro- 
secution. 

Mr. Eases observed that it did not matter 
to the prosecution whether oly hant & Co, 
were proved to be the Agents of the U. 8. N, 
Co. or not. ‘They were here to prove cortain 
facts, or raise such a strong presumption on 
them as would justify the committal of the 
defendant. 

Mr, Lircurrecn, withdrew his objection, 
though he did not waive it altogether. ‘They 
did not yet know what charge was made 
against Mr. Stoddard, and had to be very 
careful, * 

Witness—My firm also superintended the 
godown business of that Company. ‘The clerk 
Who was directing the affairs of the Company 
generally, was Mr. Stoddard, but he had 
merely a clerical superintendence. He was 
the senior cleric in the Company's special 
office, distinct from our own offices. He had 
supervision of the godowns of the ‘Company 
and of the merchandise therein. As suck 
clerk he signed godown warrants, in certain 
forms, and under certain restrictior I 

roduce alseries of godown warrants, show- 
Ing the form. ‘They are such as he was 
authorised to sign. “They are from 579 to 
735 inclusive, and are all accounted for. I 
am shown a warrant, No, 913, made out in 
favour of the Agra Bank, and signed by Mr, 
Stoddard in his handwriting. That warrant 
is perfectly fraudulent. ‘The true warrant, 
dated 25th January 1873, is in the hands of 
Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, and was issued in 
favour of the Deutsche Bank. Iam shown 
No. 726, signed by Mr. Stoddard, also fraudu- 
lent. I hand in the true No. 726, on which 
the goods have been delivered. 

Mr. Eantes observed that the warrants. had 
been entrusted to him by the Agra Bank 
for production in Court—the fact 
it was mail-day, and that holidays were in 
mediately to follow, preventing anyone from 
the Bank coming sith them. 

‘Mr. Lrrensretp said they must be satisfied 
as to where the warrants came from. 

Mr, Eas offered to be sworn, 

‘The Covrt—Does it matter where they 
‘come from, so they are here? 

‘Witness then resumed.—-I am shown warrant 
837, also signed by Mr. Stoddard, and also 
fraudulent, I hand in the true one, (Witness 
here explained that the series of warrants 
was broken by Mr. Mackie having taken 
charge of the godowus on Ist June 1872; 
some were issned subsequent to that ti 
‘The true warrant belongs to a second serie 
issued after Mr. Mackie took charge, and signed, 

him. I hand in warrant issued by Mr. 
Stoddard, No. 980, which is fraudulent. The 
last true ‘one issued by the Company was 929, 
dated 22nd March 1873 ; there cannot, there- 
fore, be an equivalent genuine one to 980. 
Warrant 733 is also signed by Mr. Stoddard 
and fraudulent; I hand in the true one,” 
Also 712, fraudulent and true copies. 
It was possible for me to know at 10 
o'clock any morning what was in the 
godowns, and on three occasions, between Ist 
April 1871 and 31st May 1872, during which 
time Messrs. Olyphant & Co.’ were general 
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agents of the U. S. N. Company, accurate 
accounts of stock were taken. From Ist 
June 1872 to 31st March 1873, Mr. Mackie 
had charge of the godowns under our general 
control, aud after that they were taken over 
by Messrs.’ Butterfield and Swire. On the 
occasions mentioned of taking stock, we 
found the cargo correspond with the godown 
books and the coupons of the warrants, which 
are produced in Court. I have lately examined 
those books sufficiently with reference to the 
warrants [have spoken to. ‘The books were 
kept by a Portuguese clerk, named Remedios, 
who had no interest in the business. I have 
not gone through the goods myself. I know 
they were gone through first by Mr. BE. U. 
Smith, clerk in our office, sometime after 
our taking charge, about July 1871. ‘he next 
examination was_made prior to Mr. Mackie 
taking charge on Ist June 1872, when the new 
Chinese godownmen receipted’ the stock lists 
of the old ones. Mr, Mackie satisfied himself 
that all was correct, Just before 31st March 
1873, on the transfer of the godown to Messrs, 
Butterfield and Swire, an examination was 
made by a joint commission of their people 
and ours, and a receipt was given that they 
found the bocks and warrants proved. Messrs, 
Olyphant & Uo. never authorised the signature 
of those warrants I have handed in as frouda 
lent, Mr, Remedi till in charge of the 
books at the godowns, in the employ of Messrs, 
Butterfield and Swire, 

‘Mr. Litourrexp said he did not wish to cross 
examine, if he could recall the witness at a 
subsequent stage, which was assented to by 
the Court and Mr. Eames, 

Joun H. Wasser, sworn, stated—I am 
employed by and sige the firm of Olyphant & 
Co. Tam shown certain fraudulent warrants 
(those spoken to by last witness) which are 
thone T have referred to in my afidavit. I 
saw them in the Agra Bank, where they were 
produced to me in presence of the manager, 
who granted me permission to make copies, 
‘The warrants are signed by Mr. Stoddard in 
his handwriting. I have not examined the 
contents of the godowns. Ihave gone through 
the books of godown warrants with reference 
to the fraudulent warrants, and find the 
‘coupons correspond with the genuine warrants, 
and that there are no entries to correspond to 
the fraudulent ones. In certain casesthore were 
two warrants issued covering the same goods. 
There are however not two entries in the 
books to show that this might have been done 
in the present case, or that any warrants are 
outstanding. 

Cross-oxamined—I am acquainted with the 
ractice for issuing warrants for goods in tl 
Bompany’s godowns, "1 have not becn able to 
find a counterfoil in the books of one of the 
fraudulent warfants, (Shown one of the w: 
rants No. 980) That is fraudulent, but corres- 
ponds, so far as the printed matter is concerned, 
with the genuine warrant. It diffors in this 
respect that it wants the stamp or chop usual- 
ly affixed by the Chinese godown-keeper. It 
ig not customary for the godown man to stamp 
the counterfoil, nor is it ever done that Iam 

aware of.

Mr. Eanes said all he wished to do at pre- 
sent was to satisfy the Court that there 
was a prima facie case, that there was rea- 
sonable presumption that defendant had com- 
mitted a certain offence, or offences. He con- 
sidered that satisfactory presumptive proof hat 
been produced, and now asked that accused 
should be committed for trial, first upon the 
charge of forgery, he having forged a document 
called & godowa warrant, specially with the 
intent to defraud the Agra Bank ; and next 
with issuing such document for the same pur- 
pose knowing it to be forged; and third on 
‘the charge of obtaining money under false 
pretences, viz, from the Agra Bank by means 
Of those documents, knowing that they were 
fraudulent, false, and worthless. The warrants, 
he might’ notice, were not all- alike, some 








purported to be signed by a Chinaman and 
others had other variations in them. 

‘The Court.—Do you think that you have 
shown that defendant has obtained money 
under false pretences ? 

Mr. Eanes explained that he could not 
then bring forward evidence on the third 
charge, because, a8 he had before mentioned, 
the Bank people could not come to Court, and 
without 48 hours’ notice, they being British 
subjects, could not be compelled to appear. 

Counsel for defendant urged that it was 
usual to produce nearly all the evidence 
against an accused person at the preliminary 
examination, so that he might have fair op- 
portunity of meeting it. 

‘Mr. Eastes said at home it was usual to 
do 80 only before the Grand-Jury, not at pre- 


liminary enquir; 

‘The Court, said it was guided byroles ofits 
own, and there was nothing in these rales 
which rendered it necessary to have any preli- 
minary examination. But it seemed to him 
fair in the interests of justice to have such an 
examination. He then asked if the defence had 
anything to urge why defendant should not be 
committed on the two first charges. 

Mr. Mypuron did not think it had been 
proved that the documents were forged, and 
if not defendant could not be charged’ with 
uttering them. To the third charge he 
objected that there was no evidence. 

‘The Court then arranged to grant remand 
till Wednesday at 10 o'clock, for the produe- 
tion of further evidence. 

Mr, Liromrretp applied on behalf of de- 
fendant that he should be admitted to bail 
ina reasonable amount. He urged the posi- 
tion of aman ina place like Shanghai; the 
fact that defendant was, as a bankrupt, im- 
mediately under the jurisdiction of the’ Con- 
sul ; and that defendant had been in Shanghai 
amonth waiting any charge that might be 
brought against him and ready to. stand his 
trial.

‘The Court said considering the apparent 
gravity of the case, it seemed to it that 
what had already been fixed, $20,000, was not 
excessive. But when certain gentlemen ap- 
peared to ask if they would be allowed to 
ive bail and to what amount, they expressed 
their inability to give it to the extent of 
‘even $10,000. 

‘Mr. Lircnyrevp asked if the Court would 
d to take $5,000, if that were pro- 











































‘The Court said at any time, when bail was 
offered, the question of what amount would 
be accepted could be settled. Meanwhile 
accused was remanded,

A JAPANESE WORKHOUSE. 


Where the deuce havo all the beggars got 
to? was a question that occurred to me seve- 
ral times last year, and at last I resolved to 
find out where they were. After much "speer- 
ing,” as they sayin North Britain, I heard 
that the bulk of the beggars had been located 
by a paternal Government somewhero in the 
eastern outskirts of the City. So one chilly 
day last November, armed with an order to 
view, I trudged towards the military suburb 
which lies to the southward of tho Castle of 















Osaka, After some little wandering to and 
i 1 alighted 
upon the object of my se: ituated ina 





street known as the Kitakinhoji-machi. ‘The 
building itself, a shabby looking structure, 
hidden from the passer-by by alofty wooden 
fence, I learnt had been built some three 
years previously, but bad only recently beou 
dccupied by its present inmates, ‘The name 
by which it was known was the  Hin-in,” 
meaning literally the poor house. Just within 
the principal gate was a small office, where I 
had to present my credentials and go through 
as much ceremony a8 if L had been visiting a 
state prison rather than a charitable institu- 
tion, Passing an enclosed space filled with 
sprouting sticks, which, on a closer inspec: 
tion, turned out to be mulberry cuttings, I 
reached at Jast the place where the beggars 
had got to, and a queer place it was. Imagine 
a half dozen of very narrow streets bordered 
by rows of one storied houses, or rather huts, 
not unlike, with their coarsely plastered walls 
and unpainted woodwork, the rows of shan 
ties which a railway contractor runs up near 
a tunnel’s mouth for the temporary uso 
of his navvies. Of these small one roomed 
houses there were no less than two hundred 
and forty, Iwas told, Besides these there 
‘were several feeding rooms, weaving sheds 
and other workshops, all similar in appearance 
to the dwelling-houses outwardly, but in- 
wardly, of course, of much greater length, 
A guide was sent with me from the principal 
oflice, and from him I learnt that’ when the 
Osaka Government had resolved to clear the 
streets of beggars, they proceeded in the 
following manner. First, all of the fra- 
ternity who belonged to other parts of the 
country were packed off to their proper dis- 
tricts. ‘Then those of the Osaka beggars who 
had got relatives who could afford to keep 
them were sent to their friends, ‘The remain- 
der were compelled to go into the Hin-in. 
‘The able-bodied men were sent oub to work 
at dredging or work of a similar nature, under 
charge of officers ; at night. they returned to 
the Hin-in, where one of the diminutive huts 
was allotted to each five of them—the women 
being also placed five in each tenement. On 
the oceasion of my visit there were in all 180 
men, women and children, 85 of whom were 
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adult men, inhabiting the poor house, Every- 
one was free to leave whenever he or she 
could give satisfactory proof that - they 
could earn an honest living outside. There 
were but fifteen women ‘inmates. ‘These, 
together with some young Inds, I found were 
being taught trades, some of them weavin; 
and some of the boys paper-making, ‘but all 
on the premises, There were but few children, 
and these were receiving the elements of a 
plain Japanese education. One thing pleased 
me, as shewing that some consideration was 
shewn for the comfort of even these poor out- 
ensts ; all the inhabited houses had matted 
floors, and as is universally the case in Japan, 
even amongst ‘the very poorest classes, the 
interiors had a clean well swept appearance. 
Tn one of the weaving sheds—there were three 
of them—TI found some weavers from Kioto 
engaged in teaching their craft to some of the 
‘ex-beggars, One of the latter, a boy, had onl 
‘been one month under tuition ; he, like 
Deginners, was set to work at a piece of coarse 
white cotton cloth. ‘The looms were of the 
samo ingonious construction as those which 
wero to be seon at the Inst Kioto Exhibition, 
all wood, string and bamboo; those used by 
the pupils being, however, of a very simple 
character. So 

me which had been made on the premises by 
the Kioto men. The weaving school I was 
told had only been open some two or three 
months, Silk winding and spinning were 
also’ being taught, the 15 bobbin spinning 
frames, as of old, being set in motion by 
means of ‘ basketful of stones and a wind- 
Tass. I ‘was agreeably surprised to find 
how clean and healthy as well as cheer- 


























ful and contented all the pupils appeared 
to be. With the horde of official parasites 
which infeat this as every other public depart- 





ment in this country, there is little fear of the 
outside weavers having to complain of being 
undersold by the Government, as tradesmen 
in England complain of the mat making, &e. 
in English prisons, When I left the Hin-in 
it was with the impression that the thing was 
too good to last—few if any of these imitations 
of foreign institutions, more especially hos- 
Pitals and schools, possessing lasting vitality 
inless they are under foreign supervision,

to hawking, One old blind man, who for

‘THE “KWANGCHOW” AND “SINGAPORE.” 
‘Tho following letter contributed to the 
‘Times of Inia gives some interesting partion 

lars concerning the wrecks at Guardafui:— 

H. M, 8. Datnousre, 

Sunday, 31sb August, 1873. 

My Drar- ,—Not knowing how lon 

yo may stay in Aden on arrival there, ani 
having a few spare moments before starting, 
T take the present opportunity to let you 
‘know how we are getting on. T sent you a 
few lines on Saturday, telling you on what 
mission we were bound—viz, to look after 
two steamers wrecked ‘off Guardafui. We 
left Aden on the 23rd, and_on the second day 
out fell across the first steamer, the Kvang- 
chow, at Bunder Mareeah, about seventy miles 
to the westward of Guardafui, her back bro- 
‘Ken in three places, abandoned by crew, and 
entirely gutted by the Somallies. On’ com- 
municating with the shore we found that the 
crew of the other wrecked steamer, the. Ce a 
‘pore, had marched across from Guardafui, 
fad were iu the hands of the natives, who 
¢ 











seemed quite willing to give them up,

same evening we got two of them off, 
belonging to the Singapore, The rest bad 
managed to save a cask of beer from the 
Kwang Chow, and having been rather too free 
‘With it to celebrate our arrival, consequently 
were not in a state to come off. From the 
first we learnt 23 follows :—The Singapore, 
ound home from China, mistook a promon- 
tory, called Rus Haffoon, for Guardafui, and 
through the mistake, found herself on shore 
instead of in the Gulf of Aden, and, with the 
strong monsoon blowing, went to pieces in 
‘about fifteen minutes. All hands, fifty-two, 
took to the boats, and as they could only get 
three lowered, owing to the davits by which 
the others were slang on board being jammed, 
you may guess they were packed rather 
Hosely. ‘The result” was, that one or two, I 
‘am not quite sure which, was capsized, and 
sixteen hands, including Captain, officers and 
the Ist and 2nd Engineers, were drowned. 
Numbers of the remainder were washed up 
through the surf more dead'than alive. ‘The 
survivors, 36 in number, consisted of 23 crew 
‘and § consular passengers, men who had been 
wrecked in the China Seas, and were being 
sent home by the Consul at Shanghai. 
‘Amongst these was a Mr, McNeil, brot! 

wrson of the same name who relieved you 
in this ship. He bad beén a master in the 
Indian Navy up the Indus for years ; you 
might have heard of him, - He was Ist mate 
‘of a steamer called the Drummond Castle, 
wrecked close to Shanghai lately. 

‘Well, to continue. The morning after the 
wreck,’ which took place about midnight, the 
survivors selected this Mr. McNeil to be 
their commander, and they started in quest 
of a village, or some place where they could 
find food and water. They had not proceeded 
far before a Somallio met them and showed 
yy to a habitation where they were very 
kindly received, and Mr. MeNeil, from his 
long experience of Indian life, managed to in- 
‘gratiate himself so well with the natives, that 
they consented to furnish the party’ with 
guides, and even camels for the sick and 
{rounded to conduct them to Bunder Mareeah, 
fs distance of nearly one hundred miles, which 
Hiey accomplished in about eight days. ‘This 
place is where the Sultan of the district 
resides, and nearly all steamers from Galle- 
wards ‘pass close to, and, moreover, it is out 
of the fury of the monsoon. They were 
treated very kindly indeed by all the Somal- 
lies they came across, and found in food and 
water by them, for none of them had saved 
anything, not even full suits of clothes, 

They had not been here more than a week 
before they saw a steamer steering close in 
shore—in fact, as they thought, to relieve 
them ;. but in this they were mistaken, for to 
their surprise she ran on shore on a fine sandy. 
beach! ‘This was the Kwangchow. This 
also occurred at night time ; but in this case 
there was no false cape to lead them astray ; 
no rough weather, no rocks. Of course she 

‘asin no ways, or, indeed, if any, very 
ightly, burt. In the morning two of the 
Shigapore's men swam alongside, and gave the 
Captain such an account of the Somallies as 
to frighten bim out of his wits, so that when 
they, the Somallies, clambered up the ship's 
side from the shore to see what was the 
matter, he tought if he didn't want his 
throat cut, it was high time for him to aban- 
don the ship and take to his boats, with the 
idea of making for Aden, which he did with 
all hands, with the exception of the 2nd mate, 
fone quarter-master, and an A.B., who, it is 
said, told the captain and others that they 
considered it a disgrace to a British seaman 
to leave his ship, when there was the slightest 
chance of getting her off. And there is not 
the slightest doubt that, bad all hands re- 
mained and endeavoured to get her off, which 
they could easily have done by means of 
edges, ‘nothing would have been heard of her 
hhaving touched the ground there. In the 
morn’. Mr. McNeil went on board to make 
inquiries, and the next day he took the 
Singapore's men, amongst. whom were two 
engineers, the 3rd and 4th, as well as the 
chief engineer of the vessel he had. been 
wrecked in previously, and who was a pas- 
senger, same as himself, and started to try 
and get her off. ‘They lightened her con- 
siderably, throwing cargo overboard, and, by 
the aid of donkey engine on deck, pumped all 
the water out of her. On about the fifth day 
they had all ready to get up steam, which they 
succeeded in doing after a deal of trouble, as

it was too Inte. A heavy swell set in from sea- 
wards, and she commenced to bump too 
heavily to do anything further, ending by 
breaking her back ; this greatly dishearton 
all hands. As hopes were high they once 
more returned on shore—their numbers in- 
creased by the three from the Kwang Chow— 
to await the chance of attracting the notice 
of any passing steamer. ‘They remained very 
comfortably amongst the Somallies, who hail 
distributed them amongst three villages, on 
account of the scarcity of water, until’ our 
arrival. The Singapore's erew had then been 
39, and the Kwang Chow's seven days on 
shore. They are now all safoly on board, and 
hope to arrive in Aden to-morrow, Every- 
thing has been looted out of the Kwang Chow; 
but, of course, that is no more than could be 
expected—had tho Somallies not taken tho 
things out, they would have been broken w 
by the sea, and moreover had the wred 
ocourred onthe Coast of Cornwall, instead of 
this uncivilized place, the people would have 
done the same I have no doubt, I really 
fink, considering that they are semi-savages, 
the natives have behaved in a most exemplary 
manner towards the shipwrecked crews—for 
which, of course, they have been, or will bo, 
amply rewarded,

PIECE GOODS.—The foreign Banks and many of the other public offices of Shanghai having been closed, or very nearly closed to 
business on Friday, Saturday, and Monday last, the majority of our residents, during that brief breathing’ time, abandoned the desk 
~~ and trade generally, and sought relief from their never-ceasing cares and anxieties—some up-country in the excitement of the ‘ chase,” 
and others, in the “Shanghai Races,” and the peculiar enjoyments which such events are supposed to afford to their devotees. ‘hus, 
it is needless to say, business in Piece Goods has been left pretty much to look after itself since last mail day, and the following briet 
resumé of what has occurred during the week, will serve to prove the wisdom or folly of those pioneers who set apart three days in every 

half year for the purposes of recreation and enjoyment, 


The steamers Hongkong and Ulysses, with general cargoes, have arrived from England. 


‘small business—only 35,000 a 45,000 pieces—in the face of a continued strong enquiry, and a further advance,— 
say 1a 2 cands, per piece in the value of the commoner kinds—argue amore healthy position for holders. Ouly, Sterling Exchange has 
declined again, and this has more than neutralized the better prices which have been extorted from buyers. Current rates have been 
Ts. 1.91 a 1.98 for common to good cloth, and Tis, 1.92 a 1.93 for Dewhurst’s Red Pheasants. But Colie’s Green Lion quotations have 
searcely altered, and Dewhurst’s Eagles’ cannot be placed at more than half a candareen over last week’s prices—7-Ibs., 64 and G-lbs. 
These weights lave likewise been in good request, but the finer qualities of them at the higher rates demanded, have—as a rule—been 
earded, aud attention has been directed more especially to the classes which have been obtainable at ‘Tis.

‘White Shirtings.—The market for these has still further improved. For Dewhurst’s best, 64 Reed, Tis, 2.23 has been refused. This 
ishes a rise of fully 3 cands. per piece on that clotb, and other qualities have shared the improvement. ‘The sales of all kinds and 
for the week are small, being estimated at 8,000 pieces, but this is simply owing to the refusal of owners to part with their goods at 
the offers made for them, 


T-Cloths, Drills and Shootings.—Holders closed their doors on a dull market on Thursday afternoon last, and re-opened them yesterday 
only to find matters worse ; for, with a lower exchange, and no improvement in price, the position of the seller is less favourable than 
it was, 

Jeans, however, are better, both in demand and in value. The sales of Jeans amount to nearly 27,000 pieces, and_good 84-Ib., English 
‘quality is again quoted at Tis, 1.90 per piece ; common to good ordinary being saleable at Tis, 1.62 a Ts. 1.87 per piece. For 8}-1b. blue 
ticket, (Salomonson’s), Dutch Jeans Tis. 2.23’ per piece has been accepted by one holder, and refused by another. 


Fancy Cottons.—Velvele and low Turkey Reds have been in some enquiry for Japan, and a trifling demand has prevailed for Dyed Bro- 
cades, Gentian Shirtings and Chintzes for home consumption.

‘Woollens.—Inactivity is still the prevailing characteristic of the Woollen market, and only Long Ells have maintained their former position, 
‘Bverything else has given way. The dealers enquire steadily for Long Blls, but, they refuse to improve on last quotations, at which 
holders—under the special circumstances affecting this article—viz., a very low stock here, and small supplies on the way—decline to sell. 





Quotations remain steady at Tis, 6.45 for C.P.H. and H.H. Scarlet. Of Camlets, only 560 pieces have been taken at rather a decline ob 
the rates ruling this day week.
